Senator Gallinger’s Fling. 


» Senator Gallingér is mistaken in as- 
suming that his candidacy is “incon- 
séquential.”” As the New York Evening 
Post remarks, Mr. Churchill is not a 
shrinking violet and he has ‘‘carpet- 
bagged’ to a State where seriousness 
is. at a premium. 

It is the New York Sun that calls him 
a ‘“carpet-bagger,’’ but the epithet will 
not lose him votes in New Hampshire. 
It means something in states that men 
from New Hampshire misgoverned after 
the war, but up among the abandoned 
farms they welcome the Westerner who 
brings in money and will give him of- 
fice to keep him there. 

Churchill made himself solid with the 
electors of Cornish and was sent to the 
Legislature as a representative. Goy. 
Batchelder made him a staff colone?!; 
the Speaker put hinr at the head of the 
Public Improvements Committee. One 
who watched his career says: 

“at first the people af Concord were 
flattered that’ so famous a man. should 
interest himself so earnestly in their 
commonplace affairs. Mr. Churchill's 
manner and bearing, however, soon 
made him popular, and gained for, him 
everywhere the good will of all who 
met him. 

His Mix-Up With the Governor. 

“Tt was understood that the legisla- 
tion in which he was most interested 
was gobd roads and a bill to make free 
the toll bridges over the Connecticut 
River into Vermont. 

“He intimated that the Governor had 
given him clearly to understand that he 
would approve a bill covering the latter 
subject. Such a bill, introduced by Mr. 
Churchill, passed the House and the 
Senate. but when it came to Gov. 
Batchelder it was vetoed on the ground 
that it would cost too much. The meas- 
ure, if passed, would ‘have cost the 
State several hundred thousand dollars. 
Thereupon Mr. Churchill surrendered 
hie commission as colonel on Gov. 
Batchelder’s staff. He then urged the 
passage of a bill,to grant State iald to 
certain highways through the = State, 
was made chairman of a special com- 
mittee to consider all bills on the sub- 
ject and to report 4 comprehensive 
scheme embodying all ideas. 

“He did this—or his committee did— 
but the measure was reported..so late 
in the session that no action wag taken. 
He made an earnest effort to persuade 
the House to appropriate $40,000 or $50,000 
and finally any sum for an exhibit at 
the St. Louls Fair, but the spirit of 
economy was abroad, and nothing was 
done.

‘The @vidence against the Standard Oil Co. taken 

im Cleveland, O., has been submitted to the United 
States District Attorney at Chicago and it was an- 
nipunced on Thursday that the United States Gov- 
ernment is likely to begin proceedings in Chicago to 
dissolve the trust. 
__ John D. Rockefeller’s cabled comment on the Ohio 
Warrant for his arrest was that every one who knows 
anything knows that it is “nothing but politics.” 
His most recently published picture shows him 
playing golf in an outing suit and looking greatly 
undisturbed. Still, he finds Europe more restful than 
Qhio, Lilinois or Missouri this year. 


“Lincoln Republicanism,” which first appeared in 
New England, seem# to be making an impression 
in Pennsylvania. The candidacy of Lewis Emery Jr. 
for Governor as a Lincoln Republican with Demo- 
ctatic indorsement is being taken so seriously that 
the Philadelphia organ of Republican regularity calls 
the “Lincoln party” a “canting, sniveling, bush- 
whacking clan.” Language like this is never used 
by professional experts in July except for the pur- 
pose of sounding an alarm. It seems that something 
serious is happening, ha’ happened or is about to 
happen which may create the most distressing irreg- 
' ularity in the working of party machinery. 


iIn speeches made during the week in the West 
d Southwest, Justice.

The Japanese officers 
who took part in the siege are certainly well quali- 
fied to judge. They testify that Gen. Stoessel did 
the best that could have been done. To a disinter- 
ested mind that seems conclusive. But if a scape- 
goat is needed Stoessel will do as well as any. Rus- 
sia is pervaded with the spirit of unreason. Only 
the unexpected and unlooked for need be expected 
there. 


In the Consular Report for July 19, Consul-General 
Henry B. Miller, stationed at Yokohama, warns 
American manufacturers and exporters that in at- 
tempting to extend American trade with Manchuria 
and Korea they will have to compete not only with 
Japanese merchants, but with the Japanese Govern- 
ment itself. It appears that the Government of 
Japan is making loans to Japanese exporting com- 
panies, on cotton textiles, matches, cement, beer, ma- 


Manchuria and Korea, at low rates of interest and 
extremely favorable terms. Consul Miller says the 
new movement amounts to a partnership between 
the Japanese Government and the commercial] inter- 
ests, by which the railways, mines, forests and other 
properties of the new countries are to be exploited, 
for Japan and Japanese captains of industry, to the 
exclusion of foreigners, though foreign capital is wel- 
comed in floating the Japanese corporations. The 
Consul says that there is a clear purpose on the 
part of the Japanese Government to protect, super- 
vise, develop and nationalize al] the important indus- 
tries of the country. The nationalizing of the rail- 
roads was but a single step in this gigantic program. 
It is to be noted that in this proposed inauguration 
of state socialism in Japan, one’element is ignered— 
the workers of Japan. In the universal paternal- 
ism which must follow the development of the 
scheme, what will be their portion? 





WHAT HONESTY CAN DO AND GET. 
As the editor of an “Encyclopedia of Social Ke- 
forms,” Dr. W. D. P. Bliss must have sympathized 
deeply with the sufferings of his fellow man and 
fellow woman, under stress from a “hurry call” for 
an essay to settle the deep question dealt in at the 
Monday Morning and Saturday ‘Afternoon clubs, 
Perhaps this sympathy moved him to arrange every- 
thing alphabetically, so that, helped by index learn- 
ing, the most unpracticed student can grasp the 
eel of social science by the tail without risk of pal- 
lor and emaciation. 
Whatever his motive, his great work makes him a 
remarkable man, with views that are sought after 
and published. . His views on politics are remarkable. 
‘Honest men, save sporadically,” he says, “can do 
little and get little in politics.” 
Then he says a number of other things which 
might be arranged alphabetically for ready reference. 
But this seems to cover everything in and out of 
the Encyclopedia. . 3 
It certainly covers Dr. W. D. P. Bliss’ knowledge of 
politics and of American history.’ 
From the beginnings in 1776 until 1906, the honest 
man in American politics, with the courage and sense 
to validate his honesty, to “make good,” as they say 
in politics, has done everything and more than every- 
thing he expected and got everything, if not more 
than everything, he looked for. 
What Franklin expected to get when a crisis 
ealled for his brains and honesty, was the immediate 
reputation of a traitor and the imminent danger of 
the rope. What James Otis expected to get was 
proscription and poverty. They were not deceived in 
their expectations of what honest men who are de- 
termined to “make good” get in an actual crisis. 
They saw that the threat of the worst must be faced 
in “making good” against the worst. 
It seems that this was the case 2000 years ago, 
and there are clear statements to that effect in a 
collection of writings, not usually referred to now 
as a work of reference in competition with encyclo- 
pedias in preparing essays on a “hurry call,” 
It did not change during the nineteenth century, 
at any rate, in this country or in Europe. Mazzini, 
Kossuth, Hugo, Schurz, got exile, but they got what 
they expected in politics. They also “made good.” 
Their honesty counts, and it will continue to count, 
in the modern world above all the forces of nine- 
teenth century dishonesty. | 
These things appear plainly only at a crisis, but in 
the y politics of the time, local, State or na- 
tional, the final result. is to be explained after other 
résults have failed and passed, by tracing everything 
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The report from St. Petersburg that Gen. Stoessel,

This is not a surprising view. It is a conventiona! 
view of what honesty ought to “get out of politics.” 
But it is what honesty cannot get and remain hon- 
esty, 

If, instead of stopping with the conventional view, 
the man who wants nothing out of politics except 
results for honesty, goes after them with brain power 
and courage shown in rallying to the old flag and 
an appropriation or to philanthropy and a percent- 
age, he will get, first and last, the fight of his life, 
but he will get results for honesty. Nothing can 
stop him—except he be stopped by a front seat on 
the platform or a place in the band wagon.

The Chicago News publishes an interview with a 
representative of the evangelical, work of the Moody 
Institute on the cost of saving souls in that city. 
“As a rule,” he says, “it takes six sermons and a 
long private talk to convince the ordinary Chicago 
man or woman that eternal life is obtainable only by 
first saving the soul.” 

He adds that the average cost of doing this work is 
at least $2.50 for each soul saved in Chicago. Rev. 
Mr. Soltau of Chicago, consulted on the subject, de- 
clared that the cost is increasing because of the 
cheapening of literature. 

This surprising disclosure is explained by the 
statement that when people are reading cheap liter- 
ature it requires more “evangelization” to reach 
them. In plain Chicago English, it takes more talk: 
and the talk costs more money. |

MR. SINCLAIR’S CO-OPERATIVE 
DREAM. 


Whatsoever Upton Sinclair finds to do that he does 
with all his heart and.with all his pen. He murdered 
Arthur Sterling—in fancy—with a whole soul and 
probed the depths of the Packingtown jungle with 
undivided zeal. He devotes himself now -to his 
dream of a co-operative servant-girl-problemless 
home with an energy leaving no room to doubt his 
conviction that nothing else is half so important in 
life. 

Mr. Sinclair has proceeded in regular order with 
his scheme. First, there were fasting and medita- 
tion. Afterward, there was the writing of a little 
something. Then he sent out many circulars of in- 
quiry. He is in ecstacies over the responses, They 
have come in regardless of race, color, previous con- 
ditions of servitude or state lines. The common 
dwelling place is all but complete—on paper. What 
remains to be done is in the line of routine. Mr. 
Sinclair’s prices on land convenient to New York 
are to be verified, the land procured, the buildings 
put up, the subscriptions collected and the people 
moved in. 

America has seen many experiments in co-opera- 
tive living before. Conspicuously, there was Brook 
Farm. Afterward came North American Phalanx 
No. 1, in New Jersey, with the Fourier-Horace 
Greeley ideas, from which Mr. Sinclair borrows free- 
ly. Similar settlements, earlier and later, have had 
their days. They have not lasted long. Outside the 
army and the apartment hotels co-operative living 
is at a low ebb. Yet one should not wish on this 
account to discourage the young author of the new- 
est plan. 

Mr. Sinclair may be the very man selected by eco- 
nomic fate to solve the greatest of all co-operative 
problems—that df finding people of the right human 
nature to starid living together long enough to make 


the game a “go.” 
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STREET RAILWAY CARS. 

The Department of Commerce and Labor em- 
phasizes the importance of the subject by chronicling 
in its latest bulletin the fact that 4 steel passenger 
car has been completed at Pittsburg for the South- 
ern Railway, 74 feet 6 inches in length and weighing 
110,000 pounds. The department regards the comple- 
tion of the car as marking the beginning of the gen- 
eral use of steel instead of wood for all kinds of rall- 
way cars. No wood was used in the construction 
of the steel car at Pittsburg, save for interior deco- 
rations, and that wood was made fireproof, and it is 
claimed that the car could not be telescoped in a 
collision, that the ends could not be crushed in and 
that it is absolutely noncombustible. 


, IFE SAVER. | 

At last man why athe to live without air. Sodium 
peroxide, one of the newer products of electrolysis, 
is.a compound of sodium with oxygen that decom- 
poses in the presence of damp carbonic acid. The 
value of this substance may be gathered from the 
fact that a man cari live in an airtight box as long as 
any sodium peroxide remains unconverted. It is sug- 
gested that, by means of sodium peroxide, submarine 
boats will be able to remain under water for con- 
siderably longer periods than hitherto has 
possible. Just héw long will be a matter of calcula- 
tion, the factors in the calculation being the amount 
of oxygen converted into carbonic acid by one man 
in one hour, the number of men present, and the 
weight of peroxide that can be carried. Used in 
mines, it should enable a miner to live with his head 
literally in a bag of India rubber containing this per- 
oxide, whereby he can tide over. a period of danger. 
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VALUE OF LIGHTNING RODS. 

The protection afforded by lightning conductors on 
isolated buildings at this period of the year is strik- 
ingly illustrated by a fact stated in Symons’ Meteor- 
ological Magazine that in the United Kingdom nearly 
four hundred “unprotected”’ buildings are damaged 
annually by lightning. It appears from the British 
statistics quoted by this journal that out of 125 cases 
of “protected” buildings struck by lightning within 
three years .there were only 2 cases of the failure 
of thefjightning conductors, an average of less than 
eight failures a year. 

It is highly probable that among these cases in 
which the lightning rods failed to prevent damage 
there were some which should be ascribed to defects 
in the conductors or to lack of skill in adjusting 
them. But taking the above statistics as they stand 
they clearly show that lightning conductors. when 
properly attached to exposed buildings do afford re1l

protection. Many of the so-called failures to protect 
are doubtless due to poor or insufficient conductors | 
or neglect to extend them beneath the building decp- 
enough to reach ¢rainaently wet ground, — 


MINE OWNED BY WORKERS. 

People who believe in co-vperation are greatly in- 
terested in the Caledonia Cval Mining Co. at Sag- 
ipaw, Mich., all the stock in which is owned and 
controlled by the workmen who dig the coal, says 
the Technical World, The company has been in exis- 
tence but a few months, but already it has forced a 
reduction in the local retall price of coal from $4.50: 
to $3.50 a ton. Started with a membership of 100 and 
a total capitalization of $50,000, the demand for coal 
has been so great as to necessitate the increasing of 
the membership to 600 and the capital to $250,000. 
Some time after it was in full operation, a strike of: 
coal miners closed every other mine in the State of 
Michigan. Only the Caledonia kept on producing to 
its ful capacity, and—true to the principles its own- 
ers profess—it did not take advantage, by a cent; of 
the opportunity to raise the cost of coal. As evidences 
that the experiment is so far greatly successful, Mr ’ 
Cook states that recently the Caledonia has leased 
an additional 500 acres of coal lands, adjoining its 
present holdings, and is already at work putting 
down new shafts. |

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PROGRESS OF ESPERANTO. ~ . 
From Everybody’s Magazine. 


The London Chamber of Commerce has put Esper- 
anto among the subjects for examination in its edu- 
cational department. This international language, 
successor of the unlamented Volapuk, was introduced 
to the world by Dr. Zamenhof, a doctor in Warsaw, 
Poland, in 1887. His pamphiet, “An International 
Language by Dr. Bsperanto,”’ published In that year, 
lay dormant some ten years. It is sald that 80,000 
persons can now read or write Esperanto; and there 
are some 40 journals and magazines and some 200 
societies or ‘‘centers” for propagating it. About half 
of the roots in Esperanto are of Latin origin, 25 
per cent of English, and 25 per cent of German. There 
Is no English ‘‘g,” “w,” or “y” in the langyage. 
There are no silent letters. The accent is always 
on the syllable next to the last. At present, Esper- 
anto consists of about 1000 roots and from 2000 to 
3000 words. Dr. Zamenhof holds that by the use of 
some 30 prefixes and suffixes, 900 root words are 
enough. Its grammar ought to be learned tn an hour 
by anybody who knows one of the Latin languages, 
There are no irregular verbs (blessed be Esperanto!). 
The plural ends in “y”; nouns in “‘o’; adjectives in 
“a.” “Ino” is the feminine ending. For example, 
“patro,”’ father; ‘“‘patrino,"”” mother. Will Esperanto 
go the way of Volapuk or will it prosper?

‘New Interstate Commerce Law 
Sounds Knell of Free 
Rides, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 21.—Probably 100,000 
annual complimentary interstate rail- 
road passes will not be reissued: Jan, 1 
next. Instructions are now being sent 
out by presidents of all the important 
Systems that by reason of the passage 


agitation for the restoration of 

old Cumberland, or National, 
road, which was built by the United 
States Government between 1806 and 
1839. 

This is a work which in excellence is 
in some degree comparable to those 
splendid military thoroughfares created 
by the Romans, not only throughout 
Italy, but in practically every country 
of Europe in which they get foot as con- 
querors. Even in England today the 
finest roads are those that are chiefly 
composed of the old Roman foundations, 
upon which MacAdam himself, that ex- 
ceedingly useful Scotchman, does not 
appear to have been able to improve. 

The Cumberland road, although built 
under contract and with Congressional 
appropriations—facts which now would 
make an investigator doubly inquisitive 
—is said to have been a thoroughly hon- 
est piece of work. It was the first and 
greatest highway of its kind constructed 
by the United States Government; is 
700 miles in length, reaching, as laid 
out, from the Potomac at Cumberland 
to the Mississippi at St. Louis, and it 
cost $6,824,919.33. Certain portions of it 
have been maintained in good condi-

Vacation From Food 
and Work, 








LOSES FORTY POUNDS 





Drinks Water, Swims, Takes 
Long Walks and Strength 
Trying Exercise. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BROOKFIELD, Mo., July 21.—M. H. 
Thompson, journeyman tailor, is more 
than a good coatmaker. He is a phi- 
losopher. Physically, he is an attract- 
ive type of manhood, a heavyweight, 
with a chest and arm and limb mus- 
cles like a gladiator. 

At this season of each year Thomp- 
son takes a vacation and gives 
attention to himself physically. Seven 
days ago he began his annual 20-day 
fast, with a vow to reducing his weight 
and increasing his health. For 20 days 
he abstains from any food whatever, 
save a little fruit in the morning. He 
drinks only water. In the past seven 
days he has reduced his weight 20 
pounds. At the time he began fasting 
he weighed over two hundred. He ex- 
pects to reduce to 160 pounds in 20 days, 
or at the rate of two pounds a day. 

During Thompson's 20-day vacation 
and fast, he goes for a swim, walks 10 
miles each day and takes all sorts of 
athletic exercise. He is a thorough 
optimist, a lover of nature, or books 
and little children. Small boys are his 
swimming companions. 

Thompson was born in Russia and has 
had military training. His bearing is 
that of West Point man. He speaks 
rapidly, earnestly and interestingly, and 
is a well read man. 

“My theory of fasting is that it is 
beneficial otherwise than as a flesh re- 
ducer,’ he says. ‘To fast 20 days means 
to drive from the body every germ. In 
act, the germs are consumed, and 

ith the waste tissues of the body, 
driven from it.’ 

During the first three days of Thomp- 
son’s fast he suffers from hunger, but 
after that suffers no inconvenience. His 
idea is that he lives, like the bear who 
hibernates in winter, from his own 
flesh. He says to fast for 2 days will 
cure any case of catarrh of the stomach 
or stomach trouble of any kind. He be- 
lieves men eat too much, anyway, es- 
pecially meat. 

“The American people, as a race, are 
killing themselves with their gluttony,” 
said Thompson. ‘Instead of living on $30 
a year for provisions, the average man 
spends $100, and a like amount for each 
member of his family for his table. I 
believe if the human race would live 
on as plain and simple and nutritious 
food now as they did in ancient times, 
in Bible times, man would now live to 
be anywhere from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty years.”’

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DOGS FIGHTING 
OVER BODY 0 
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Mystery in Disappearance of 
William Reece Solved 
After Month. 


FALLS CITY, Neb., July 21.—The 
mystery attached to the disappearance 
of William Reece, a young farmhand, 
over a month ago has been cleared by 
the finding of his remains and evidences 
of suicide. The body had been torn by 
dogs before discovery. 

The baying of hounds in a ravine near 
the Missouri River, on the farm of 
Charles Elrich, near Fargo, led Elrich 
to discover the body. He was first at- 
tracted to the dogs in his backyard and 
there found the dogs fighting over the 
possesssion of a human _  thighbone, 
which they had dragged from the riv- 
er’s edge. So ferocious had the animals 
become that the farmer could scarcely 
beat the dogs off and secure the sév- 
ered member. 

The hounds then started for the river, 
several rods away, and Mr. Erlich fol- 
lowed. All along the path he found 
human bones and pieces of clothing 
The sum of $6.50 and a watch badly rust- 
ed was found in the pockets of the 
overalls. 

In a secluded spot on the brink of the 


river lay what was left of a human 
body, dismembered and torn. Elrich 
drove the dogs away and notified the 
Coroner. 

Search of the river bank disclosed a 
large stone, to which was tied a rope 
partly sticking out of the water about 
five feet from the top of the embank- 
ment. The stone, which resembled a 
millstone, was at once associated with 
the dead body and it was thought that 
the person undoubtedly had jumped 
into the river with the stone tied about 
his neck. This led to a further investi- 
gation, resulting in the theory that the 
remains were those of William Reece, a 
young farmer, who mysteriously disap- 
peared from his home at Barada about 
a month ago. 

The story was then recalled that 
voung Reece had been madly in love 
with the pretty daughter of a well-to- 
do farmer near Barada, who spurned 
his attentions and for love of whom he 
had repeatedly threatened to commit 
suicide. It was remembered that Reece, 
after a quarrel with the young by Megs 
had left her house telling her that he 
would never trouble her any more, as he 
had made up his mind to tie a miiletone 
to his neck and cast himself into the 
river. 

June 11 he wrote a letter to his broth- 
er, Frank, near here telling him that 
he did not care to live any longer and 
that the latter should keep his wages for 
him until he called for them. e had 
been employed by his brother, and often, 
in making a stay at Falis City or some 
other —— town, he would request 
his brother to look after his money in- 
terests. Frank Reece at once made an 
investigation and the most diligent 
search did not reveal the where ts 
of his brother Willlam. Finally he and 
everyone familiar with the history of 
the case concluded that unfortunate 
young man had taken hfs life. 

The young woman o has been men- 
tioned as the object of Reece’s unhappy 
devotion did not believe the suicide 
stories, think! that they were merely 
idie threats which would never be car- 
rieg out. She thought Reece would some 
day return. 

In spite of the fact that positive iden- 
tification was not possible under the cir- 
cumstances, it is generally believed that 
the remains were those of Reece. The 
clothing fits the description of that he 


wore.

and ciimbed midst the snows and the 
storms up the foothills of boyhood and 
the glaciers of young manhood to stint 
our steps on the other side of the dc- 
cline and, as We gently and reluctantiy 
stroll down the gentle inclines which 
fetch us from the heights of 35 to the 
depths of three score and ten, stop and 
want to talk of the great good times we 
had in the pleasant valleys before we 
began the steep and rough ascent on 
the other side, the days when responsi- 
bility was not of ours and when papa 
paid the piper. 


naive 
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Decay of Hero Worship. 


Nothing in the boyhood of these fin de 
sicle days impresses. me so much as 
the almost entire decay of hero wor- 
ship which so marked the days in which 
we fellows who were born in the years 
after the war were so prone. No doubt 
the boys born before the war had 
noble heroes to worship, Grant, Lee, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Thomas, . Stuart, 
and men who stood high in all the 
ages. Alas for us who were fated to 
eome after, we had no great warriors in 
our immediate purview. Hence we were 
obliged to take the next best and idol- 
ize great athletics of the ring, the race- 
course, the gymnasium and the field. 
And how we did do homage at their 
shrines! 

I frequently marvel at the eternal 
loyalty we gave the heroes of our days, 
the early ‘80s. I suppose that Sullivan, 
dear old John L., was the idol of most 
of us, at least of more of us than any 
other one man. We all knew of the 
terrible right that no living man could 
withstand. How we were wont to punch 
old sandbags and swing at bundles 
of rags and start our rights at our 
heele and swing them to cellar ceilings 
as we felt that some day we would 
be John L.'s ourselves. Greatest of all 
the heroes of our boyhood was the 
Boston Strong Boy. Now gray and 
grizzled and fat and flaccid we cannot 
gaze upon the old gladiator without a 
renewal of the feeling of worship and 
awe with which we regarded him 2 
years ago. Truly if it is a sin for boys 
to worship false gods old John has put 
most of us now edging to the 4-year 
mark widely astray. 

Do the boys of today idolize Jeffries, 
a much greater man, as we did the old

And Ike Weir. the Belfast Spider. 
Most of us two score men of today were 
spiders ourselves in 1882 and, to be sure, 
though John lL. was great, Ike was 
more of our size. So, betimes. whén 
not kneeling to John we were genuflect- 
ing to Ike. We knew of the uncanny 
cleverness of The Snider, how he could 
tie his shoe laces In the heat of battle 
and hit behind him and do all sorts of 
wonderful thines. 

Abe Attell now ho'ds the place The 
Spider held when we were boys. Ask 
the “kiddo” along the block about Abe. 
the featherweight champion. « In nine 
he will “A great 
fighter but a dirty faker.”” And the 
kiddo will not be liable to libel either. 

Twenty-two years ago dare any kid 
tell us that Ike Weir would fake? Not 
without a fight. We not only wor- 
shiped our idols in those days, we 
were willing to fight and bleed, if, in- 
deed, not to die for them. 

We were most of us American and 
German and Irish boys in the 80's. So 
many Italians and Poles and Maygars 
and Lithuanians and Bohemians and ut- 
terly strange and unknowing peoples 
had not come amongst us and obfus- 
cated out view of things. And the hero 
worship which was born in the fairy 
tales and Nibelungen rings and of great 
wars and battles was strong in us. Now 
the new religion and doctrine skepticism 
and high finance seems to have changed 
it all. 
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Does Publicity Assist? 


We have our Wagners and Lajoies in 
three-sheet posters today and our great 
pictures of our Mathewsons and Wad- 
dells, but do the boys of today idolize 
them as we did Buffington, Corcoran, 
Anson, Kelly, Keefe and Brouthers I 
trow not. They call Wagner the ‘‘Dutch- 
man” and say he is slow of thought if 
swift of foot and sure of hand. It was 
not until we were grown men that we 
heard the boys call Anson a ‘“‘floggin- 
headed Swede.”’ ‘They dared not call 
him that to our faces when he was cap- 
tain of the great White Stockings. 

And Kelly, Kelly, the King, the only 
Mike! Now in our old age we hear 
that he was a drunkard and a spend- 
thrift. We never knew anything about 
those things. All we knew was that 
he could play more ball in one hour 
than any three men in the world. We 
did not want to know that he was a 
drunkard. All we knew was that he 
was a liberal, free, happy go lucky, 
handsome Irishman, who was free with 
his money and his good words. It was 
one of the shocks of our manhoed to be 
told that the great king of our youth 
was nothing but an-Irishman with a 
love of liquor. 

Oh, dear, oh, dear, oh, dear! Do you 
remember the great American athlete, 
Duncan C. Ross? Now Duncan really 
was a Scotchman, but he went for us. 
He could do great thinge with a broad- 
sword and gun and bayonet, and when 
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he came to town and gave one of his 
exhibitions we were all whittling guns 
and bayonets out of mother’s clothes 
poles and having assaults at arms in 
the cellars and backyards. Dear, big, 
old fat Duncan. He was not the least 
of the idols of our boyish sou'’s. 
We Had Many Gods. 

It was the fashion in those days to 
worship many gods, and the manner of 
devotion changed with the visit of the 
latest idol. When Malcolm Ford, poor 
fellow, he shot his brother and com- 
mitted suicide 3 years after, came along 
to jump and run and pole vault we 
threw aside our dumbells and punch- 
ing bags, lost ambition to be John L.’s 
to be allround track and field cham- 
pions. The shallow but sinewy Ford is 
another of our shattered ideals. 

Do the boys of today’ worship 
Sheridan or Keily as we did Ford? I 
think not. 

Billy Muldoon. Oh shades of 
sweetness, who of you does not remem- 
ber the peerless William? It is 20 years 
/fand more since we first saw Muldoon 
and Matsada the Jap and Evan Lewis 
and Carkeek and Whistler do their turns 
on the variety stage. Boys, oh, boys of 
the past decade, remember how we used 
washtubs for pedestals and twisted and 
bent and threw our skinny bones into 
pictures of Ajax Defying the Lightning, 
the Farnese Hercules, Samson and De- 
lilah, impressing our young sister for 
the sorceress. We all fancied we could 
discern elements of manly beauty in 
our knock-kneed peaked-shouldered per- 
sons, all because Billy Muldfion showed 
it to us. 

And how we practiced and discthssed 
strangle and haif nelsons and “drug’’ 
and hauled one another about the back 
lots and the cellar floors? 

Decny of Religion. 

What do the boys of today do when 
they see Gotch and Burns get their 
fathers to secure them a box seat and 
sharply criticize the work of the cham- 
pions. Did- we ever think to eritictse 
Muldoon? Ah, that would be heresy and 
cause of excommunication indeed. And 
Piper Donovan, who outran every man 
in the worlq and won a Sheffield and 
Cuckoo, Cillons and H. M. Johnson and 
Ed Hanlan and Jake Gaudaur and 
George Hosmer and dear knows how 
many others.

Smaller Gods of Olympus. 


We had our local stars and idols, too. 
Joe Murphy, now a race track judge, 
was one of them in St, Louis. He 
could run fast and pitch ball. Billy 
Fletcher could run faster in the days 
when the Maroons played at Jefferson 
and Cass avenues. George Rhodes, 
Tommy Cahill, who could run miles 
and who once passed Conneff, the 
famous Irishman, which was indeed a 
feat. These were among our lesser 
deities. 

Perhaps the greatest hero of my own 
boyhood was George Munson. When I 
was a lad about Grand and St. Louis 
avenues Mr. Munson was secretary of 
the old Brownstocking Club. He could 
talk to Comiskey and Latham and 
O'Neill and Welch as if they were 
brothers. He could go in and out the 
park gates as we could the doors of 
our own cellars. Yes, of all of them, I 
rather worshipped Munson most de- 
voutly. And in the after years, when in 
pursuit of his occupation as a press 
agent the hero of my school daye came 
to me in humility begging a boost for 
some of his schemes, I must admit that 
I was not loth to take it out of him, 
rub it in, abuse him to my heart's con- 
tent and give him all he wanted. 
it is a sad thing to worship from afar 
to make lowly an obeisance in the dis- 
tant aisles and count humble Aves in 
remote pews. 

But the times have changed. Our sons 
are wiser than their fathers were.

‘TOLEDO, 0.,- July  21.—Deciding 
against Judge Kinkade point by point

Among the first letters, and one which 
ig considered of the utmost importance, 
is one written by Mrs. Nesbit to Mr. 
White. It is undated, but was penned 
after Mrs. Nesebit had returned from 
abroad, where she had been abandoned 
by Harry Thaw and Evelyn, who at 
that time was not his wife. The letter 
was headed simply “Friday,” but evi- 
dently was written in 1908. It is as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘Deay~Mr. White. * 

‘Yiour letter received. Will send Flor- 
ence's letter as you desired. When we 
first. went to Paris and met) Thaw, he 
and Florence quarreled continually. We 
were—at least, I was—indeed, miserable. 
I expected each day to hear her say 
we would return to America. Thaw 
came to me and asked me to sign a 
paper. The article was that he did not 
ntend to marry Florence. I thought as 
she hated him so, I was doing the right 
thing. I do hope something can be done 
to save her from him. He does not in- 
tend to marry her. I only hope when 
she hears about the paper that her pride 
will at least save her. 

“Very truly, E. F. NESBITT.” 

Another letter reads as follows: 
.“Dear Mr... White—Thanks: for the 
letter and clipping. I beg of you try 
and find sOme one to talk to thé poor 
girl. Oh, the awful position he has 
placed her in before the world. She 
should die rather than receive any 
favor from him after this. He has 
given the world to understand she is 
nothing more than his tool. I am al- 
most crazy. I have talked to no one 
and have not spoken to a reporter, al- 
though they have me dying. It makes 
me ill to see Mr. Holman have te 
hang his head for such a villain. I 
hope t ohear from you very soon. 
Very sincerely, Kk. F. HOLMAN.” 

About the same time Mrs. Holman 
had considerable trouble about furni- 
ture and other goods that had been 
in storage, evidently under Mr. 
White's name. Among Mr. White's ef- 
fects there has been found a letter, 
Written on March 20, 1904, by Mrs. 
Holman and addressed to him. In this 
letter Evelyn's mother says: 

‘Since writing you, Mr. Holman and 
I have talked the matter over in ref- 
erence to goods in storage. He said 
it would take stormy and legal ac- 
tions to secure same, consequently 
your hame would have to be brought 
in and that would please Mr. T. too 
much, Rather than involve you, we 
will drop the matter, although it 
makes my heart ache to think of the 
beautiful things going to ruin. I have 
advised Morgan to send my goods at 
once. I hope he won't worry any. 
Also trusting you are well, and that 
you will always keep me posted of 
any news you may have of Florence.” 

White Most Kind to Nesbits. 

That Mr. White was most kind to the 
Nesbit family is shown by a note which 
bears the initials “E. F. N.” and is as 
follows: 

“Dear Mr. W.—The management of 
this hotel won't let me move my goods 
until I pay $66.66. I am sorry to ask, 
but Florence is getting restless. Can 
you send it before noon today, please?

LONG WALK FOR 
THe LID LIFTERS 


Thirsty Must Go Outside Two- 
Mile Limit in East 
St. Louis. 


It looks as if East St. Louis people 
and visitors from St. Louis who want 
to buy something to drink on Sunday 
will have td walk a long, long way. 


While the East St. Louis” police 
were serving notice yesterday on the 
saloonkeepers within the city lim- 
its to close up tight today they also 
served the same notice on the keep- 
ers of all saloons withing two miles 
of the city limits. 

Saloons within this distance oper- 
ate without licenses because there is 
a state law no saloon shall be per- 
mitted to operate within two miles of 
any town or city. They have been 
permitted to exist, however, in St. 
Clair County, in violation of the law, 
by the indulgence of grandjuries, 
circuit judges and other officials. 

The Bast St. Louis officials believe 
that they have a right, under the, 
law, to compel these saloons to close 
the same as those within the city 
limits and they were notified to that 
effect. / 





An Unexpected Blow. 


There was consternation when the 
notices were served. The unlicensed 
saloons beyond the city’s borders had 


been counting upon doing a big busi- 
ness Sunday. Several of them were 
hastily enlarging their places in an- 
ticipation of a rush. All of them had 
engaged extra bartenders. When the 
notices were served work of this 
kind stopped. 

Those which are_located within the 
two-mile limit, upon whom notices were 
served, are: National Hotel. Exchange 
Bar, George Reithman, James O'Reilly, 
Barney B. Williams, James Kyle, Robert 
Bennett, Joseph Geppert, James Moore, 
Joseph Peters, The Yellow Dog Saloon, 
and several small saloons on the banks 
of Pittsburg Lake. 

Several unlicensed saloons on Pitts- 
burg Lake, just beyond Winstanley 
Park, were closed up a week ago by 
State’s Attorney Tecklenburg of St. Clair 
County and he gave notice at that time 
thit he would close up the rest of the 
umicensed places around East St. Louis 
if there was any complaint against them 
ard he might do so anyway. 

While there appears to be some doubt 
as to the authority of the East St. Louis 
police to arrest the keepers of unlicensed 
saloons about the borders who keep open 
on Sunday, it is thought that the keepers 
wili close up on Sunday in preference 
to being compelled to close up all the 
time by State's get Tecklenburg, 
which he promises would be the result. 
of the complaints against them if they 
were to attempt to keep open on Sun- 
day. 

With the saloons closed in East St. 
Louls and within the two-mile radius 
it is feared that conditions in the rest 
of the county, which corresponds to Bt. 
Louis County on the west side of the 
river, will be much worse than in St. 
Louts County, unless the county author- 
ities take action.

Mr. Price, who qualified as his surety, 
said to a Pest-Dispatch reporter last 
night that he knew nothing .of the 
charges against Lahey, nor had he 
heard of the operations of alleged wire- 
tappers in St. Louis.

SENTENCED TO DEATH FOR PROTECTING THE JEWS 
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SOLDIER FROM RUSSIA, ~

Nicolai Alexandrovich Petroff, the 
Russian army officer who, during the 
Kiev massacre against the Jews, or- 
dered his soldiers to shoot down those 
who attacked the Jews, instead of com- 
manding them to protect the mob as all 
other officers did, is in St. Louis after 
a miraculous escape from Russia, where 
he was condemned to deat}. by the mill- 
tary authorities. He is about 2% years 
old, slender, shows signs of hardships 
endured during his flight ¢rom the em- 
pire of the Czar, and is rather nervous, 
but sympathetic. He told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter of his activity in Russia 
and of his flight. He said: 

“T am not a Russian by birth. My 
father is a Russian, but I was born in 
Bulgaria, where my father took refuge 
after escaping from Siberia, where he 
was eent on account of his activity in 
favor of the serfs under Alexander Ili. 
I served in the Bulgarian army and 
became a lieutenant. I could have ad- 
vanced higher, but I did not care to 
do so, as I have no particular liking 
for the~ army. I entered the army 
with a view of helping my cause, which 
is Socialism, whenever such help would 
be necessary. 

“after serving a few years in Bul- 
garia, I went to Russia; where I at- 
tended the University of St. Peters- 
burg for three years, and then realiz- 
ing what my services would mean to 
the cause of Russian freedom, if I en- 
tered the army, I petitioned and was 
favorably received. I entered as lieu- 
tenant and was sent to the battlefield 
in the Japanese war. Here I was 
wounded, but I returned quite well to 
Russia. 

‘When I heard that massacres were 
to be made against the Jews in Kiev, I 
asked for a company of soldiers, but 1 
was suspected of liberal views ‘and my

Dur- 
e my stay in the Hungarian capital 
I heard that Schmidt was sentenced to 
hang. He was a personal friend of 
mine, and I began to think of a plan 
to rescue him. I succeeded in getting 
a sport in Hungary under the name 
of Petroff Stoyan, footman. I shaved 
off my mustache and intended to enter 
Russia ‘through a different point. I 
thought of making revolutionary prop- 
aganda in the city where Schmidt was 
imprisoned, and After gathering a big 
enough following, to storm the prison 
and free the doomed man.

“When the day of freedom dawns in 
Russia, and a true constitution crowns 
the struggle of the revolutionists, I will 
live there, even though -I were com- 
pelled to eat dry bread once a day. 

‘“‘Yes, I will be back on the soil where 
my father was’ born and struggled for 
freedom, where thousands of other men 
and women endangered their lives for 
the welfare of the Russian people. 
There I hope to spend my life and 
help build up what despotism and the 
nobility have destroyed for ages.

REFUNDING $400,000 _ 
TO ITS SUBSCRIBERS 


— 





It Is Not a Work of Philanthropy, But a Procedure Forced Upon 
Chicago Concern by Supreme Court, Which Holds That 


Annual Rental of 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, IL, July 21.—The Chicago 
Telephone Co. is quite generous these 
days and its subscribers will receive 
about $400,000 before the company quits 
dispensing money. The company is not 
giving this money away because it has 
too much funds on hand, but because 
the Supreme Court decided that it had 
violated a city ordinance in charging a 
yearly rental of $175 when the ordinance 
provided that $125 was all that should 
be charged. 

The news that the telephone company 
would abide by the ruling of the high- 
est tribunal in the State and turn back 
its overcharges was received with much 
delight by its thousands of business 
subscribers. The payment of the money 
started today and several checks for 
$225 and upward were sent to subscrib- 
ers. This is the amount due on each 
telephone for four and a half years, the 
time decided by the court that the sub- 
scribers were over-charged. 

Many subscribers have notified the 
company that they are not desirous of 
having the cash, but will be contented 
to let the amount apply to their rent of 
phones. This arrangement will give 
many a firm and business house tele- 
phone service for nearly two years 
without any further payment. 

The rush in the refunding work is 


expected next week. By that time 
the answers of subscribers to the 
notification that money awaits them 
at the office will have arrived in 
great numbers. It may take from 
60 to 90 days to complete the book 
adjustments incident to the refund- 
ing work. It was through the of- 
forts of Mayor Dunne that the tele- 
phone company decided to refund 
the money, after the Supreme Court 
decision. 


A Bit of Phone History. 


The circumstances that led up to 
the case being taken into court and 
the subsequent decision by which the 
patrons are now getting back part of 
the money paid, are as follows: 

From 1889 until the introduction

tance service. It was then impos- 
sible to furnish this service with the 
plant then in use, 

To meet this demand the company 
equipped such offices with special 
daubie copper wire circuits and put 
nh Separate long digtance instruments 
for the sum of $96 per year, the sub- 
Scribers aiso paying $125 for the lo- 
cal, or rm en Oe exchange service, 
making a total of $221. The com- 
pany later perfected means of com- 
bining the two kinds of service from 
One Set of instruments, and the com- 
pany, to enable itself to furnish the 
local long distance service with one 
telephone, made an investment o% 
some millions of dollars, adding to 
its plant so as to be able to furnish 
business subscribers both kinds of 
strvice at $175 per year—a reduction 
of 346. 

Subscribers were given the option 
of retaining the original grounded 
wire service for business at $125 per 
year or the improved local and long 
distance service at $175 per year. The 
result was that many subscribers 
continued the grounded line service 
at the $125 rate, and many others 
paid the $175 rate for combined ser- 
vice facilities. 


Lawyers Approved It. 
This was done with the full knowl- 
edge of subscribers, was approved in 
formal opinions by more than one 


corporation counsel of the city of 
Chicago, and concurred in by various 
executive officials of the city—com- 
missioners of public works, comp- 
trollers and city electricians. Later 
the measured service and also party 
lines were introduced, and the com- 
pany made rates to thousands of its 
subscribers much lower than the ordi- 
nance rates. 

This situation continued until Jan. 
25, 1902, when the late Judge Tuley 
put a construction upon the ordinance 
contrary to that under which the city 
authorities, the public and the tele- 
phone company had acted for years, 
holding, in substance, that the ordi- 
nance rate of $125—with mileage—ap- 
plied to the combined kind of service, 
aa well as to the grounded line serv- 
ce.

CUTS GIRL WIFE'S. 
THROAT, ENDS LIFE

Nineteen-Year-Old Wife of Mis- 
souri Farmer Is Fatally 
Wounded.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 21.—Edward 
Walker, living about two miles north of 
Barnard, attempted to murder his wife 
yesterday afternoon about 3 o'clock and 
then committed suicide. 

They were visiting at the home of 
Walker’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Walker, about eight miles west of Bar- 
nard. Mrs. Walker was talking over the 
telephone when her husband came up be- 
hind and slashed her throat with a 
razor, making several wounds. Then he 
cut his own throat.

Walker died about 8 o'clock yesterday 
evening.

Walker is 27 years of age. He was 
married about a year ago to Miss Ras- 
nic. At one time he was an inmate of 
the Insane Asylum. The following note 
was found today, which has caused the 
Coroner to believe that a suicide com- 
pact preceded the tragedy. 

“Dear Mother and - Sister: Good-by, 
Mother and Mamie; good-by. Ed and I 
are both going to Heaven. ROSA.”’ 

The note is in the handwriting of Mrs. 
Walker and was written before she went 
with her husband to the home of her 
parents.

The syndicate has opened ita London 
branch at 3% Southampton § street, 
Strand, and at the Savoy Court Mare 
Klaw, senior member of the firm, has 
taken apartments for the summer to 
keep his eye open for English plums 
that may be captured for the American 
market. 

Compared with a few other American 
managers now in London, the syndicate 
has not drawn heavily on the English 
stage for next season. Mr. Klaw is not 
of a retiring disposition when a prom- 
ising business trick is to be turned, so 
it may be acceptéd as reasonable that 
he has not found in London as attract- 
ive material as native dramatists in 
America have to offer. He admits as 
much, and does not express himself 
optimistically regarding the present 
condition of the English stage. 

“The taste of Englishmen, as dis- 
played in the theater,” he said, “runs 
entirely to musical comedy. The reason 
may be that London is growing more 
and more to regard the theater as a re- 
laxation and diversion, or else there is 
such a dearth of dramatists and plays 
that it is impossible for managers to 
procure legitimate works. In my opin- 
ion the only real successes am 
dramas now in sight are ‘His House in 
Order,’ ‘Raffles’ and ‘Col.onel Newcome,’ 
and of these ‘Raffles’ has had its day 
in America. 

‘The trouble with the English dra- 
matists seems to be that they are all 
trying to write comedies of manhers, 
and their ideas of ‘manners’ are con- 
fined exclusively to bridge and r- 
ettes. They have harped upon these 
two vetty vices until the mere men- 
tion of them has me nauseating. 

“But English audiences are the most 
patient in the world: They applaud 
much and complain little. The way 
they have enduped the ineincere and su- 
perficial society vlays proves that 84 
Also possess the qualities out of whi 
martyrs are made. 

English Field Not Inviting. 

“I do not think the field for theater t 
building or theatrical speculation is as to 
good in England as in America, They ogue. ° 
have good actors, to be sure, but so ( ndic 
have we in America. In musical com- 
edy the English showgirl is a leaden- 
footed impossibility, without chio or 
animation, but, on the other hand, the 
daneérs and comedians are the finest 
in the world. In legitimate produc- 
tions I think the English ingenue ac- 
tresses are cleverer than ours, and they 
are surely more numerous,

He Would Have Agent Work 
Among Arrivals From 
Foreign Lands. 





HAS MADE INVESTIGATION 
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Secretary of St. Louis Business 
Men’s League Gives 
Figures. 


William Fiewelyn Saunders, secretary 
of the St. Louis Business Men’s League, 
who is in New York trying to find out 
why more immigrants do not come to 
Missouri and the Southwest, has reached 
the conclusion that the State could very 
largely increase its immigration by 
strongly reinforcing the efforts of the 
railways, establishing a bureau in New 
York and maintaining it on a basis of 
thorough efficiency for several years. 
He says: 

“The railway work of this kind being 
done here now is good, as far as I 
know, but the results would be much 
greater if the states would help through 
their immigration bureaus, Missouri 
should take the lead in this by appro- 
priating enough money to enable its im- 
migration bureau to establish an office 
in New York and have in charge of it 
a man of high intelligence, active and 
a linguist. The direct results from this 
work would be small at first, hardly 
appreciable, but in two years they 
would begin to show. 

“This agent should spend part of his 
time on Ellis Island, but most of it in 
New York itself, around the boarding 
houses where the immigrants go when 
they first ldnd. One family sent to a 
town brings another, and the little col- 
onies do their own recruiting. 

One Family Brings Five. 


“IT spent some time experimenting 
with immigrants on Ellis Island my- 
self and I found few of those with 
whom I talked who had not already 
chosen their destination; in fact, 
most of them had done this before 
they sailed. Those who have not, want 
to get ashore and look around a bit 
before they decide and these will 
have to be followed up by the immi- 
gration agent. But he could safely 
calculate that every family he per- 
suaded finally to settle in the State 
would mean five within a few years.” 
Mr. Saunders says he does not know 
what the Business Men’s League will 
do with the information he will bring 
to it. He will make a report and 
possibly recommendations and the or- 
Sanization will determine if in addi- 
tion to its principal work of promot- 
ing the business interests of St. Louis 
it will urge upon Gov. Folk any spe- 
cial action in this matter of securing 
immigration for Missouri. 

Mr. Saunders finds that during the 
year ending with the beginning of 
the present month the steamships 
landed 880,543 immigrants at Ellis Is- 
land, and of these only 13,796 went to 
Missouri. 

He has spent the greater part of the 
past week on Ellis Island, visiting 
the Immigrant Labor Bureau at the 
United States barge office, and mak- 
ing his png it still more thorough 
by a tour of the immigrant boarding 
houses of New York. 


Fair Showing After All. 
While the thirteen thousand immi- 
grants who went to Missouri last year 
seem at first glance to be small, yet it 
{s quite a large part of the number 
left after the enormous toll New York 
laid on the strangers, 353,792, but New 
York even did not keep these, for more 
than 150,000 of them left the city for 
other States within less than a month 
after they landed. Pennsylvania got 
the next largest number of the immi- 
grants, 162,309, and it is believed that 
most of these stayed in that State. L- 
linois was third with 65,494, most of 
whom went to Chicago and were thence 
distributed to other places. New Jersey 
was fourth with 56,641, Massachusetts 
fifth, receiving 89,509, Ohio sixth with 
$7,415, Connecticut seventh with 26,737, 
Michigan eighth with 17,210, and Mis- 
souri’s 138,796 made it ninth. Wiscon-

“Humanity to Man and Beast.’’ Her 
banner bears the device of the Missouri 
Humane Society, but the army of which 
she is acting-general contains but one 
regular soldier, Officer Nugent of the 
Police Department, who has been de- 
tailed to do the part of her work re- 
quiring authorized force. Volunteers 
are willing, but not plentiful, while the 
courts give her valuable aid, 

Her chariot is her own surrey or stan- 
hope, drawn by her well-loved black 
horse, ‘“‘Bob.” Her son, Lester, is one of 
her volunteers, as is her young daugh- 
ter, Miss Myrtle. She receives no com- 
pensation for her services, except a hap- 
piness in knowing that she does all she 
can for those animals and humans for 
whom no one else will do. 

Her husband’s business requires him 
to be away from home most of the time, 
which gives her more opportunity for 
out-door work than most women. She 
began her work in the humane societies 
of St. Louis five years ago, but has al- 
ways been interested in giving aid to 
those that suffered. 


Frequently in Police Court, 


«Her work causes her to divide her 
time between making investigations in 
places where cruelty exists and in 
prosecuting the guilty ones in the po- 
lice courts. The necessity of the latter 
work causes her to be almost alone 
among St. Louls women who do active 
humane society work. 

‘Many women want children and ani- 
mals to be humanely treated, but they 
have such a fear of the police courts 
that they do not let themselves be 
guided by their good impulses,’’ is Mrs. 
Hecker’s explanation of why she works 
alone. ‘‘That fear is unfounded. I have 
always received uniform courtesy in po- 
lice courts and my cases have always 
been given careful attention.” 

I spent several hours last week ob- 
serving the workings of her campaign 
and endeavoring to learn just how much 
the results she has achieved are de- 
pendent upon her “peace’’ watchword. 

Her day was begun in the Dayton 
Police Court, where several cases in 
Which she was the complaining witness 
were tried. Her cases were not long. 
Both she and Officer Nugent gave their 
testimony in short sentences that con- 
tained facts and figures. 


Prisoner Is Fined $25. 

One man was accused of driving a 
horse with shoulders that had been sore 
for two years. Mrs. Hecker gave the 
size of the sores and the length of their 
existence. The man made no contradic- 
tion of her statement. Judge Pollard, 
who long ago earned an honorary mem- 
bership in‘all the humane societies in 
the United States, asked the prisoner 
about his children. 

Learning that there were several little 
one dependent upon him the Jaidge said, 
“I'll show more mercy to you than you 
have shown to these sore-shouldered 
horses in the last two years,”” and some. 
of those who listened feared that man 
was about to be discharged. Mrs. 
Hecker had no such fears. She knows 
Judge Pollard better. 

“I'll fine you $25,” continued the 
Judge, “which is a small fine for your 
offense."’ 

The man went away from the bench 
with no evidence of ill-will towards the 
woman who had caused his arrest. 

Mrs. Hecker has often asked for the 
staying of a fine when she knew that 
its imposition would work hardship up- 
on the families of the lawbreakers. Her 
argument in such cases is, “Humanity 
does not consist in punishing the inno- 
cent for the wrongdoing of those upon 
whom they are dependent."”" Her in- 
terest in children has caused her to find 
homes for nine waifs in the last year. 

When her Police Court work was done 
Mrs. Hecker went about her daily in- 
vestigations. She makes use of her sur- 
rey or stanhope in doing that. The

Society often run away at sight of her 
approach. 
Teams Driven by Boys. 

Her object of investigation Wednesday 
was the Waterworks basin in Baden, 
where contract work is being done by 
Charles Kunz. 


“We have to keep Mr. Kunz 
constant surveillance,”’ said 
Hecker. 

“I came up here last Thursday and 
found children of 8, 11, and 12 years of 
age driving teams. I also found a poor 
old horse whose sufferings are so great 
that he should be shot. 

“The children told me their ages 
themselves. We arrested one of the 
boys and took him to the Baden police 
station. He was Hittle Charles Kunz, 
eon of the contractor. In order to ac- 
complish anything I would have had to 
have the child taken to the Juvenile 
Court and tried. 

“I did mot want to make the child 
suffer for the sins of his father and so 
asked the police to release him. An- 
other one of the under-age children was 
Warren Lyon. Mr. Kunz keeps his 
horses in a miserable condition. I have 
told him that I mean to watch him. 
We shal! see what effect that has had.’’ 

We did. The stables were empty at 
‘Baden. The teams that were working 
were in fair condition. The old horse 
which has given Mrs. Hecker so much 
concern was reported by Mr. Kunz to 
be “‘out in the country.”’ Some children 
drivers remained, but they stood up like 
a well-drilled spelling class and an- 
swered ‘‘Fourteen’’ when asked their 
ages by Mr. Kunz. They also talked 
wisely about “papers at the City Hall.” 

Inspecting Teams on Street. 

Satisfied that her work of a week be- 
fore had accomp ished some things, Mrs. 
Hecker left Baden after visiting the 
police station and drove south on »road- 
way. Some distance from Baden we 
passed teams at work on the street. 
Mrs. Hecker left her vehicle to look at 
a mule whose side was skinned by rub- 
bing against the harness. She told the 
driver how to prevent the rubbing in 
tones that were neither commanding 
nor faultfinding. The driver carried her 
suggestion into effect. 

We stopped also to look at a horse 
that had a sore on its neck and yet was 
not suffering because by the use of 
prophylactic pads made of hair the col- 
lar had been lifted from the neck and 
did not rub the hurt place. These pads 
are inexpensive, and Mrs. Hecker en- 
courages their use as much as possi-

She has the trained eye of the Hu- 
mane Society worker and saw in the 
distance a team driven by a boy of ap- 
parently eight years. She asked her 
son, Lester, to drive rapidly and to stop 
when he reached the wagon. 

Just then a man in one of the vehicles 
that was in a passing funeral procession 
said to Mrs. Hecker. “Send him in.” 

That was unintelligible to me, but 
some time afterward when Mrs. Heck- 
er had left the surrey and was 1ook- 
ing at the horses she explained. A 
larger boy who had been lying in the 
bottom of the wagon had arisen and 
taken the reins from the child, 


Sores on Neck and Shoulders. 

Mrs. Hecker addressed him kindly 
as “Son” and asked him to lift the 
collars from. the necks of his horses. 
She made. it a rule never to interfere 
with the harnessing of the team she 
‘Stops and the drivers always do all 
that she asks them to do. There were 
sores on the shoulders and neck of 
one of the animals. 

“No wonder, Jim McMann, the con- 
tractor, was so anxious that I ‘send 
them in,’”’ she said. “That was him 
in the funeral procession and he knew 
what I was about to do. 

“Ife wants me to send him back to 
his stable, but that’s what he should 
have done when he saw the condition 
of the horses this morning. I'm 
afraid I must have the police hold 
vou until Mr. McMann sees about 
this,” she said to the boy. Her words 
were kind and he showed no -resent- 
ment. She explained that both he and 
she would drive south on Broadway 
until a policeman was met. 

The procession started, the dirt 
wagon with its hurt old team on one 
side of the street and the surrey with 
its well-fed black horse on the other. 
It continued 11 blocks without pass- 


ing a policeman with the exception of 
One in a street car. Before the ninth 
block was reached the boy captive 
made a suggestion, “How about the 
Angelica street police station.” 

“All right,” replied Mrs. Hecker. 


Horse Shot on Orders. 
All drove to the Angelica street sta- 
tion where the boy was held. Mrs. 
Hecker asked that the boy be not 


locked up. He gave his name as Ar- 
thur Sentelbach of Penrose street, but 
was not sure about his age. He final- 
ly decided that he was born in 1899 
and his case was set for.the Dayton 
street court instead of the Juvenile 
Court. 
Horse Shot on Orders. 


Farther down Broadway we met 
some “movers” on their way to Rolla, 
Mo.—five men and three women. Their 
horses were in a bad condition. Mrs. 


Hecker stopped to look at them and 
found one old horse so miserably off 
that she felt that he must not be al- 
lowed to go farther. Other persons, 
as igs usual when a representative of 
a humane society makes investiga- 
tion, crowded about. Some of them be- 
came so indignant when they saw the 
condition of the horse that they want- 
é¢d to mob the “movers.” Mrs. Hecker 
quieted them and talked seriously to 
the man in charge of the outfit. 

He said, “Madam, I'll give you the 
old horse, do anything you want with 
him, only please give me-back my 
bridle.” 

Mrs. Hecker accepted the present 
and had an officer shoot the horse. 
The bridle was returned. 

When her day was done she was as 
cool as she had been in the morning. 
Her face was without worry lines and 
her brown eyes were bright, although 
she had done a great deal more work 
than that of which I have told you. She 
is a tall woman and appears to be 
strong, although her strength is proba- 
bly the result of her constant exercise 
and occupation in things that take her 
out of herself. 

She passes over cases that her judg- 
ment tells her are not serious and she 
.uses suggestion instead of threat in 
every case. She went home at peace 
with her world. Her quiet manner of 
speech, her kindness to men, women and 
especially children, her consideration of 
animals, has caused a large contractor 
to quit employing child labor, sending 
sick horses to the country and cleaning 
up his stable generally. 

She has made her past cases so sure 
that one of the achievements of the 
last week was six convictions in one 
court in one day. Another is the estab-— 
lishment of a humane society in East 
St. Louis, where the large use of teams 
and the large stockyards make much 
work necessary. 


ATHEISM BETTER THAN 
MURDER, SAYS SOCIALIST

ST. PETERSBURG, July 21.—As a re- 
sult of the last excesses in Russia, the 
Duma has resolved to ask the authori- 
ties in the provinces to permit no more 


religious processions, to avoid, if pos- 
sible, a repetition of the late massacres. 
The Socialist deputies assured the Duma 
that they would encourage every effort 
of the Liberals, provided the proposed 
projects are calculated to better the con- 
ditions of the people or a part of the 
people. 

The conservatives protested against 
the stopping of religious processions and 
charged the Socialists with trying to 
preach their atheistic principles and said 
the Liberals ought not to aid them in 
doing so. To this one of the socialist 
members answered: 

‘We may be preaching atheism, but 
this is far from killing people. Your ac- 
cusations can harm no one but your- 
selves, as it brings out clearly that you 
would rather have the processions in 
which human beings get down to the 
level of the beast, than have peace and 
harmony. 

“We Socialists would rather have peo- 

le stay out of the churches and of re- 
etous processions and be friendly and 
neighborly to their fellownren and above 
all abstain from killing. If Jesus him- 
self were to be among us today, he 
would admit that it is better to be kind 
to one’s neighbors than to attend re- 
ligious processions and be a murderer.

What a chance there was for Owen 
Wister’s Virginian to swap babies when 
the little ones, tired and sleepy, from 
the exertion of extracting milk through 
a rubber nipple fell asleep and were laid 
upon a bed in the ante-room.

It is alleged that the $1,800,000 paid 


up capital stock claimed by the com- 
pany was not paid for, and that the 
company was simply formed by the 
Polar Wave company taking over the 
assets of the seven companies. 

The Circuit Attorney filed suits in 
the Circuit Court Tuesday against the 
Polar Wave company and the Mer- 
chants’ Ice and Coal Co., alleging that 
the companies are in an illegal combi- 
nation to restrain trade and fix and 
maintain the price of ice. 

The day before these suits were filed 
notices of the dissolution of the seven 
companies were filled at Jefferson City. 
The notices were signed by Whitelaw. 
It was explained that this had not 
been done before because the names 
of the companies were useful as 
trade-getters.,

GOODNESS IN CONTEMPT 








They Delight in Petty Vices 
and Overstepping of Con- 
duct Rules.

LONDON, July 21.—‘“Out of a hun- 
dred charming girls who come out in 
May, only about one in every ten is 
lit to be spéken to by the middle of 


the following July. Such is the result 
of the modern society method.” 

That is the sober, sorrowful declar- 
ation which a periodical devoted to 
chronicling the doings of the smart 
Set permits a correspondent to say 
in its columns. The mere fact that 
this periodical allows such a confes- 
$i0n is even more ccnvincing testi- 
mony than the lashings which Father 
Vaughn has been giving Mayfair in 
his fashionable church. 

“Society in former days,” the article 
asserts, ‘‘did not seem.to be the glar- 
ing, glittering thing That it is now, 
enfolding all those who make trial of 
it in a noxious and deadly embrace. 
The change seems. to have _ been 
wrought by the rise, or rather the 
exaggerated worship, of two gods— 
weaith and material success. The 
rise of these two deities produced 
about the year 1890 a very marked 
change in society, which took form in 
a definite and permanent body labeled 
by that truly offensive but well-de- 
served title, ‘The Smart Set.’ 


Young Matrons Led Revolt. 


“The young married women of that 


period suddenly conceived a horror of 
what is called ‘Early Victorianism.’ 
They shuddered at the possibility of be- 
ing called ‘dowdy,’ which meant in real- 
ity that they thought it clever to laugh 
at all ‘the old standards of morality 
and general behavior that had been set 
up by an earlier and far wiser genera- 
tion. The training of the young by 
means of example went out, and par- 
ents gave up practicing old-fashioned 
virtues. Mothers shied at their respon- 
sibilities, and then there appeared upon 
the scene the modern society girls as 
we know them today. 

“Certainly they are much more ele- 
gant than those of the '70s and early 
"80s. They dress better, they make the 
most of their looks, and their outward 
manner toward the casual male has 
enormously improved. 

“If a man who had gone abroad at 
the age of 22 in 1880 were to weturn to 
London now, and find himself seated at 
a modern dinner party near to one of 
these charmers, he would—supposing he 
were young enough in mind and ap- 
pearance to engage her interest—leave 
the house vowing that the London girl 
of 1996 was an enormous improvement 
on her aunt of°1880. He would find the 
awkward shyness that was sometimes 
so terribly difficult to break down gone, 
and in its place an engaging frankness, 
an apparently tender sympathy mani- 
fested in him which, although often ac- 
companied by a lackadaisical and affect- 
ed manner, would gently soothe him, 
and he would be astonished at her easy 
conversational powers. 

“But if emboldened by the success of 
his first meeting, he were to succeed in 
becoming close friends with, her, then 
slowly but surely would disillfsion com- 
mence to dawn. The graceful charm 
would then turn out to be merely out- 
ward appanage. He would discover 
that, owing to her education and bring- 
ing-up, she might have acquired lang- 
uages but. very little principle and ab- 
solutely no-depth. As fer love, as un- 
derstood by an earlier generation, she 
would laugh at the mere idea unless the 
object were well gilded, and would con- 
sider marriage. with a man of moderate 
means a form of lunacy to be reserved 
for a dull country people. 

‘Tt is apparent to any one who has 
watched the trend of London society for 
the last sixteen years that there is one 
absurd affectation abroad that is doing 
an immense amount of harm now, and 
has great potentialities for evil in the 
future. It is the ridiculous pose as- 
sumed by numbers of girls that no one 
who is good can be aught but dull, and 
therefore outside the pale. 

“To disapprove of the loose talking 
now so common among them; to dislike 
their betting and gxambling) to hate the 
mere notice of their putting on rouge: 


to think that it is not very nice of them | 
to allow their particular young man Or | 
to hope that they | 
dances | 


men to kiss them; 
will look at their numerous 
merely as a pleasure, and not as a busi- 
ness and a fight to oust others of their 
own sex; to hope that they have a few

BIGGER THAN LAST YEAR 


Still Money Is Not Sufficient 
Yet to Finance the Com- 


ing Great Harvest.

NEW YORK, July 21.—The Evening 


Post, in its weekly review of the mgr- 


kets, says today: 
Wall Street—Today’s 


during the week was in the neighbor- 


hood of $6,000,000. This morning’s state- 
ment gives $11,762,000 as the figure of the 
increase. However this may be, the 


statement showed a condition of affairs 
which does not as yet exist. 
The large reported increase

serves offset a $9,400,000 loan expansion— 


the first increase since the middle of 
June, and doubtless mainly attributa- 


| ble to the week’s advance in stocks. 


The increased surplus reserve left by 
this double movement was not only the 
largest reported in any month this year, 
but has not been paralleled except for 
a single week since February, 1905. It 
is more than four millions larger than 
at the corresponding date last year. 

This is an interesting fact in the sit- 
uation, especially if we are to receive 
ten or twenty millions more gold in the 
next few weeks. There was sufficient 
need for the “nursing’’ of New York's 
surplus reserve. The returns of the 
country’s 6000 national banks, published 
at Washington this week, showed that 
of the $307,000,000 increase in loans over 
the same date last year, $223,000,000 came 
in the South and Central West. Against 
an increase of $170,000,000 in deposits li- 
abilities to individuals alone, this same 
section reports for the period only $7,- 
000,000 gain in cash. This does not sug- 
gest an adequate equipment to finance 
the coming great harvest with the in- 
terior’s own bank resources. 

The day’s stock market requires no 


special comment; it was quiet and 
firm, with no developments of inter- 
est; The list as a whole closed at 
fractional advances. 


Grain Slightiy Lower. 


Grain—Barring a slight upturn at 
the outset, the general tendency in.-all 
domestic wheat markets early in the 


week was downward: Much of the 
time there was an abgence of anima- 
tion and excitement. Consequently the 
fluctuations were confined to a nar- 
row compass. It appeared evident, 
therefore, that markets were con- 
trolled largely, if not wholly, by the 
legitimate laws of supply and demand. 
In short, there was little to indicate 
that large professional operators were 
actively interested in the market, 
there being no signs of manipulation, 
for which conservative traders were 
extremely thankful. 

In the malian, trading was confined 
to smail scalping operations or to 
selling against new wheat moving 
from the interior, and therefore there 
was little or nothing to interfere with 
the healthy progress of trade. This is 
especially gratifying at this time, be- 
cause the situation seems to be un- 
commonly favorable for the steady 
Srowth of business under satisfactory 
auspices. In a word, the prospect has 
been growing brighter for an appre- 
clable enlargement of trade for ex- 
port account. Advices from Europe 
have been decidedly encouraging, 
cable reports showing an advancing 
tendency most of the time, which was 
chargeable partly to the much lighter 
world’s shipments and the resultant 
ed decrease in the quantity on pass- 

Last week the total put afloat by all 
expotring countries was 6,000,000 bush- 
els in rovnd figures, which is 4,000,000 
below the estimated weekly import re- 
quirements. Pigeon hepa unless the 
weekly exports quickly show a material 
enlargement, it is fair to presume that 
European importers will speedily be- 
come uneasy anad will then doubtless 
begin to take our wheat with far great- 
er freedom. All the evidence to hand 
lately goes to demonstrate that the crop 
on the Continent is decidedly short as 
contrasted with last year. According to

TO HOLD WHEAT 


Selling Follows Denials That 
Crop Damage Has Been 
Extensive; 








CORN AND OATS LOWER 





Favorable Weather Conditions 
Are Reflected in Both 
These Grains, 


Reports of “black rust” damage in 
the spring wheat territory caused buy- 
ing in wheat futures in the early week, 
but on denials by well-known crop 
authorities that the damage has been 
severe prices dropped off sharply and 
the week’s close showed the bears with 
a considerable advantage. 


Outside of the Northwest position 
there was little in the situation on 
which to base a decided ty ogg move- 
ment. Weather conditions in the win- 
ter wheat section continue ideal for the 
harvest, and the grain is of an ex- 
cellent quality. Farmers on .the other 
hand show little inclination to market 
their grain on the present decline, and 
this has a tendency to make the pres- 
sure of offerings iess than is usual at 
this time of the year. 

The foreign situation shows little im- 
provement from the export standpoint 
although prices have reached several 
eae in the neighborhood of an export 

asis. 

European markets, however, have dis- 
played decided firmness for some time 
past, even when American markets 
were most depressed. The importin 
markets abroad are evincing a grea 
deal of uneasiness over the crop and 
Olitical situation in Russia, and the 
oreign financial centers are agitated 
over the political news from that couh- 
try. Shipments from exporting coun- 
tries continue so much below European 
requirements that the amount of ocefin 
passage steadily and largely decreases 
and anything that threatens to cut off 
such a large exporter as is Russia has 
a bullish effect on importing Europe. 

In Southwestern Russia, where the 
harvest should be progressing, rains 
have been falling for nearly two weeks, 
and Liverpool reports an absence of 
offerings from Russia. The Argentine 
crop has been having its troubles also, 
rains hawng been as lacking in the 
South American country as they have 
been too plentiful in Russia. 


The Old Crop. 


Figures. obtainable on supplies of old 
crop, carried over to the 1906 crop, and 
those that can be estimated closely, as, 
for instance, the exports on the 1906 
crop, enables one to arrive at the prob- 
able domestic requirements on the 1906 
crop. Besides the crop of 692,979,000 bu 
that was secured last year, there was 
carried over 54,278,000 bu in available 
supplies and on the farms, making 4 
total of 747,000,000 bu to meet 12 months’ 
requirements. 

When the crop year of 1906-7 opened 
on July 1 last, there was carried over 
in available supplies and on the farms 
about 92,000,000 bu, indicating that 5,- 
000,000 bu of the 1905 crop had gone out 
of sight. Allowing for 98,000,000 bu ex- 
ported in flour and wheat, the domestic 
requirements on the 1905 crop are indi- 
cated to have been 657,000,000 bu, and al- 
lowing for 74,000,000 bu seeded to winter 
and spring wheat, domestic consump- 
tion must have been something over 
480,000,000 bu. 

Bstimating the 1906 crop at 710,000,000 
bu, and adding thereto the 92,000,000 bu 
of old crop carried over, this country 
has 802,000,000 bu to meet 12 months’ re- 
quirements. If domestic requirements 
for bread and seed do not exceed those 
on the 1905 crop, or say 657,000,000 bu, 
this country can spare 150,000,000 bu >for 
export, and carry over as large reserves 
of the 1906 as of the 19% crop. These 
figures, of course, depend. upon whether 
the spring wheat crop bears out its July 
1 promise. 

he corn market showed a weaker 
range in the late trading on the con- 
tinued. excellent weather conditions in 
the West and Southwest. This, howev- 
er, is the critical period on the crop and 
traders are not inclined to take the bear 
side gressively until absolutely as- 
sured that the yield is to be a large one. 

Farmers and other country holders 
of corn are not willing to sell while 
the crop’ is threatened with serious 
damage, and little old corn could be 
bought in the country during the 
drouth seare, so that the markets are 
feeling the effects of small receipts. 

Stocks in store are being drawn upon 
to meet the demands from _§ sections 
that depend upon the West at this 
season of the year, and visible,sup- 
plies will-shortly begin to show the ef- 
fect of the drafts made upon the mar- 
kets’ stocks in decreases in their ele- 
vator holdings, and consequently in 
the official visible. 

The crop of rye this year promises 
to be the third largest ever raised. The 
recent condition of 91.3 for winter rye 
indicates a yield of 31,381,000 bu. Last 
year’s total crop was 27,616,000 bu, and 
the largest crop was 36,000,000 bu in 1891. 

Oats were easier-on more encouraging 

reports from the growing sections and 
the belief that the recent damage re- 
peer are exaggerated. Longs were sell- 
ng some grain and the demand was 
light at all times. 
The estimaed world’s shipments of 
wheat for Monday are for about 6,800;000 
bu, of which quantity Europe will take 
about 5,290,000 bu. The actual shipments 
last week were 6,086,000 bu,“and a year 
ago 9,291,000 bu. Arrivals of breadstuff 
into the United Kingdom during .the 
past week will aggregate about 4000 bu. 
There should be a fair decrease in the 
quantity of breadstuffs on passage.

Advantage on the Week's 


Trading. 
BOND MARKET STAGNANT 





Local Securities Meet Support 
After a Rather Severe 
Decline. 


BY R. 0. JOHNSON. 
A flight of shorts took place on the 


the week and prices rose very sharply 
from the recent low level. The buying 
appeared following the announcement 
of the regular quarterly dividend on 
Amalgamated Copper, after the circula- 
tion of the report for several weeks 
that the payment was to be advanced 
to 8 per cent. 

Recently all news on Wall street has 
been bad news and liquidation de- 
veloped on its publication, but on the 
announcement of the Copper dividend 
selling failed to ap , the shorts took 
fright, and assisted by some active bid- 
ding by insfders carried the list up rap- 
idly against themselves. 

There has been no pronounced change 
in the general market situation and it is 
hard to see how at the present period an 
upward movement of large proportions 
can be promulgated. 

The demestic situation, on the whole, 
as far es surface conditions are con- 
cerned, continues favorable. The crup 
outlook, if anything, brightened, in 
spite ci exaggerated ‘“‘black rust” re- 

orts in tie spring wheat territory, wr 
he corn crop made excellent progress 
under «lmest ideal weather conditions, 
The winter wheat harvest is nearing 
completion and the yield will compare 
very éavorably with last year’s, and is 
of excelient quality. 

Business and industrial returns seom 
to »ncicate that the fear prevailing in 
c>rtain well-informed market quarier., 
that a business reaction is due, is un- 
founded, and preparations for {fall 
trade are well above the average of a 
year ago. Railroad earnings a con- 
tinue to show phenomenal increascs 
over those of a year ago, and traffic 
managers speak confidently of the fu- 
ture. 

The money market is gradually ad- 
justing itself, through the continued 
g0ld imports, the recent contraction of 
crédits in the stock market, the arrival 
ef gold from Alaska and the increasca 
circulation that will be provided wulti- 
mutely through the Panama bor issue. 

In the face of all these facturs, tiiat 
ordinarily make for wens markets, 
however, there is a teeling of unrest 
In the financial wor d, and an abSolute- 
ly apathetic demand from  pubiic 
scurces for securities. 

The speculative public have been 
fcoled once too often in the past few 
raerths. If they sell short, as sume few 
of tlem’do, they are forced into cov- 
erirg. If they puy, as most of them 
do, they have invariably scen the 
movement develop into a soda-watcr 
boom: which soon fizzles out and leaves 
tnem stranded higher up. They havs 
been whip-sawed both ways gnd con- 
sequently are getting daily more im- 
pressed with the idea that Wall street 
was made to separate them from their 
money, not to add to it. 


Public Apathetic. 


With ‘this apathy on the part of the 
public, it is hard to see how any pro- 
nounced rise can be sustained, for those 


of the public who already have stocks 
on hand—and there are many—have 
them higher i are waiting to get, 
even to sell. ithout the public, who’ 
will absorb this stock on the way up? 
Not the insiders. Nay, nay. They have 
all they want on hand now, as is evi- 
denced by the efforts being made by 
insiders to make their holdings at- 
tractive by paying increased dividends 
in the face of a very uncertain market 
outlook, They do not want any more 
stocks, that is certain. 

Coupled with this lack of public buy- 
ing, without which a market cannot be 
sustained, we still have an’ adverse for- 
eign political situation, with its uncer- 
tainties, hanging over the 
bourses, the near approach of the fall 
elections, the steadily increasing wave 
of corporation investigations and prose- 
cutions and the near approach of a 
presidential campaign, which involves 
many uncertainties from the stock mar- 
ket standpoint. 

Any one of these factors is in itself 
sufficierft to keep the market in an un- 
certain position for a long time to come 
and eliminate almost entirely the pos- 
sibility of a big public buying move- 
ment. 

Unless this public buying comes, it is 
only a question of time before the con- 
gestion that exists in the market from 
overloaded speculation pools and mar- 
ket syndicates, to say nothing of the 
uncertain position of many big under- 
writing syndicates, exerts itself, when 
liquidation will again be inevitable. 

It is also hard to understang how a 
distinct. betterment can take place in 
the securities market until some activ- 
ity develops in bonds, and the present 
congestion in this class of securities 
passes away. Any coming improve- 
ment In securities is invariably shown 
first in bonds, especially when the in- 
vestment and speculative public have 
been in an apathetic mood for a long 
time, a condition that exists now. 

An investment demand first develops 
for high-grade bonds, then extends to 
the more speculative issues, and as 
prices rise to a level less attractive to 
buyers the demand gradually drifts 
over into the stock market. 

Now we have syndicates in all classes 
of investment and speculative bonds 
erying for a market for their holdings, 
many of which are vastly more attract- 
ive to investors than many of the high- 
priced securities. Until this phase of 
the market changes and a more broad 
and active demand for bonds develops 
it is useless to look for a vast improve- 
ment In speculative stocks. 


A sketch of the transactions day by 
day on the §tock Exchange last week 
will convey a fairly accurate impression 
of the enthusiasm prevailing in that 
quarter of the market.

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Dispute as to Which Organization Had Jurisdiction Over Meat 
‘Routes Ends When Organizer Beats Official of Rival

CHICAGO, UL, July . 21.—Rudolph 
Jonas, a labor union organizer, must 
answer to the grand jury for the ter:t 
ble death of Andrew Woeckel, an offi- 
cial of a rival organization, who was 
kicked into the river yesterday, after 
being cruelly beaten. 

Evidence was given at the Coroner's 
inquest this afterioon which shows that 
Jonas made the remark: “‘T'll kill him 
this time,’ as he kicked the prostrate 
body. into the river. He is held with- 


tout bail. 


Jonas is. known to the police as a 
labor “slugger.”’ and they hope to ob- 
tain evidence that will show that he or 
his pals were the assailants of W. S. 
Edwards, who was beaten into insensi- 
bility as he was leaving his place of 
business last May. State’s Attorney 
Healy will immediately start an in- 
vestigation. 

The fight between the two men, in 
which Jonas was said to be the aggres- 
sor, was due to a long-standing dispute 
as to which of two unions had jurisdic- 
tion over the meat delivery route. 
Woeckel was employed as a driver for 
M. G. McGee, a wholesale butcher at 207 
North Clark street. He was also sec- 
retary of the North Side Butchers’ 
Workmen’s Union. Jonas was an Or 
ganizer for the Grocery and Market 


Delivery Drivers’ Union. 


It developed at the inquest that Jonas | 


had made the threat that he would ‘‘get 
Woeckel,’”’ and, when the latter descend- 
ed from his wagon at the foot of L4q- 
Salle street, Jonas began abusing him 
for not being a mecber of the Market 
and Grocery Delivery Union,

Hh. who struck him in the face 
and kicked him in the stomach, he 
fell to the ground unconscious. Eye 
witnesses declare Jonas deliberately 
kicked the prostrate body into the 
a Jonas saw his victim disap- 
pear under the water, he started to 
run away, but was tripped by a 
dock laborer, who held him until the 
police arrived and placed him under 
arrest. Witnesses declared that as 
Jonas turned to run away some one 
shouted, “There he is.’ Jonas stop- 
ped and turned around, believing it 
was Woeckel referred to. 
“T’ll kill him this time,” he is said 
to have remarked, but when he saw 
it was not Woeckel he tried to es- 


cape.

Oo DOGS, eats, horses, cows, turtles, frogs and, 

im fact, every quadruped except sheep, pos- 

is eens, souls? St. Louis has many inhabitants 
who think so. One of these is a woman who claims 
to be well versed in what might be called the after- 
math of a quadruped’s earthly existence. This is 
- Mrs. Sarah Boothe of 907 Nortn Fifteenth street, 
. \who says she has seen the souls of some of her de- 
opased pets after they had returned to this earth to 
let their former mistress know that they suffered no 

harm in the land to which they had gone. 

 ."Mrs. Boothe owns eight dogs, seven cats and one 
‘turtle, and conducts the only dog orphanage that St. 
Louis can boast of. Counting the dogs and eats that 
have died while in her possession and the ones that 
she could not afford to keep and had to give away, 


she has had over a hundred pets in her sixty years 
of life. Most of these were owned within the past 
twenty years. 

This remarkable woman, who lives in a hovel and 
deprives herself of the necessities of life that the 
homeless dogs and cats of St. Louis may have food 
and shelter and be buried as a man or woman is 
buried, is a pleasant-faced little person and talks 
with an air of refinement. She earns enough for an 
ordinary person to live comfortably on, yet she gives 
half to her proteges. They are fed well every day, 
and are washed and cared for as though they are 
children. 

Not only does Mrs. Boothe believe that some ani- 
mals have souls, but she believes that there is a 
heaven and a hell for them. 


“Tt believe,” she said, “that there is a heaven fot 
dogs, cats and other animals of this class, because | 
believe that they have souls. I believe this because 
I have had some of my pets appear to me after their 
death, and they told me in their own language that 
they were happy. I have had constant contact with 
animals for the past twenty years, and I can under- 
stand their language almost as well as I can that of 
an American person. 

“Take cats, for instance. They have a means of 
expression that is as plain as that of most human 
beings. Whenever a cat is hungry, cold or wishes to 
enter the house, when the doors are closed, it will 
signify its wish in its own language. Some of them 
show that they have more sense than many persons. 
If they are hungry they will tell you so in a different 
way from that in which they ask a petting. 

“Everything cats desire is expressed in a different 
way. I can tell exactly what my pets want by the 
way they ask for it. This is Rard to do with strange 
eats or dogs, as one must get used to the ways of 
animals before one can understand them.” 

“When do you think a dog has been wicked enough 
to go to the dog hell?” she was asked. 

“I hardly know how to answer that question. 
Maybe when they have bitten some innocent child 
or stolen a bone when they were not hungry, or 
when they fight. I have never seen any of my dogs 
that went to the dog hell, if ary of them did, and 


do not know much about that phase of the animals 
after life. But, since a dog has a soul, it stands to 
reason that if a dog does not act as a ‘gentledog’ 
should, that it is not treated as well as dogs that 
act right. | 

“The breeding of a dog has 2 great deal to do with 
his actions. Just like a man. If the latter is born 
a gentleman, he will not lie or deceive. If a dog has 
gentle breeding he will not steal, either. 

“The other reasons why I think that animals, and 
especially dogs and horses, have souls are that they 
have memory, gratitude, hatred, love, are jealous at 
times, and their fidelity is great. There is a saying 
that ‘a man’s best friend, next to his mother, is his 
dog,’ and dogs will show their friendship and faith- 
fulness in as pronounced a way as humans will.” 

‘When asked how she first became interested in the 
souls of animals, and how and why she founded the 
dog orphanage, Mrs. Boothe said: 

“Years ago, when I was a young woman, I had a 
friend whose husband owned a fine horse. This 
friend used to remark that she thought when Baldy, 
the horse, died, he would go to heaven, and she would 
meet him there. My friend died before the horse 
did, but when Baldy did die I saw him one night in a 
dream, and he was in a beautiful place—some spot 








tnat I had never seen before. I believe tnat this 
place was heaven, and that my friend and her pet 
«were united in the life after death, as they were 
in the life of this earth. 

“I started the home for homeless dogs because the 
Humane Society of St. Louis was forced to give up 
the home that they formerly maintained for poor 
animals. This was on account of the scarcity of 
funds. The little place that I keep up has cost me 
hundreds of dollars, but a dog is entitled to as much 
consideration as a person and should be looked after. 

“Here I keep six of my dogs. The other two, my 
seven cats and my turtle live at home with me. 
Most of my dogs were strays, but two of them were 
given to me. These are-Curly, a.water spaniel, which 
is my favorite of all my pets, and Teddy, a shepherd 
dog, that is one of the best-behaved dogs I eVer saw. 
All of the others are named, but I never name my

Curtis and he has already pursued his 
roject to a considerable extent among Indian tribes 
Hearer his home, which is at Seattle, Wash. 
¢ But th® desert Indian of the Southwest lends 
mself more happily to ‘he photographer’s art, while 
e difficulties which «arround the attainment of 
giitabJe pictures are a spur to the adventurous na- 
ture of the photographer. Previous to the present 
summer Mr. Curtis has been among the Navajos, 
Apaches and Pueblos of Arizona and New Mexio 
on a few desultory excursions and his unusual ex- 
- periences while on those trips have caused him to 
#ixiously await an opportunity to go back. That 
opportunity has not beep delayed on account of fear 
of -personal inconveniences on the part of Mr. Cur- 
tis. But the work is not remunerative, being con- 
ducted alone in the interests of art and history, and 
the photographer has a family who are dependent 
upon | him. : 
ntly, however, he exhibited his partial collec- 
| of representative pictures of American Indian 
faces at the National Arts Club; New York, where 
it attracted the attention of Morgan, while its fame 
(a to the White House. panel oni: Morgan investi- 
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gated Curtis’ circumstanees and, having convinced 
himself. of the photographer's earnestness, settled 
an annuity of $15,000 a year upon him for four 
years. This money is to be used in the support of 
Mr. Curtis’ family and in the furtherance of his 
work, and will allow him to devote his whole time 
to the project in hand. 

President Roosevelt extended to Mr. Curtis his 
good wishes and a personal commendation of his 
work, while, what is of more practical value, the 
influence of the Great White Father will be brought 
to. bear upon the Indians to secure their co-opera- 
tion as far as possible. With the practical ad- 
vantages to assist him, Mr. Curtis has now come 
back into the Southwest to take up his work. 

His idea is to obtain a complete pictorial record of 
Indian life on this continent at present. This will 
consist of not only typical representatives of mem- 
bers of the various tribes, but pictures showing 
their home life and the conditions under which they 
live. The pottery workers, the blanket makers and 
the sheep raisers of the Southwest will be depicted 
in characteristic occupations. 

Their homes will be shown and their tools and 
“workshops.” Every pictofial assistance to an ex- 
haustive historical text concerning these people will 
be made and preserved for future generations. This 
is diffieult in the case of certain of the tribes and 
individuals who are confirmed in the belief that an 
evil spirit inhabits the camera. 

Some of Mr. Curtis’ experiences have been amus- 


ing, others hair-raising, all of them full of color and 
interest. On most of the few trips he has already 
made into the Southwest Mr. Curtis was unaceom- 
panied by anyone acquainted with the language and 
loeal peculiarities of the Southwestern tribes—in 
fact, usually he was alone—and this added to his 
troubles. Some of these difficulties will be obvi- 
ated to a large extent now through his financial as- 
sistance and the influential pressure brought to bear 
in the photographer’s interest. 

Visits to the Cherokees, Comanches, Creeks 
and the “Civilized Tribes” will follow excursions 
among the desert Indians, but the latter task will 
not be so difficult. What is anticipated as a much 
more. exciting experience is Mr. Curtis’ visit to the 
Yaquis of Mexico, which, according to his program, 
is necessary before his undertaking is complete. 
These Indians are the most uncivilized on the Amer- 
ican continent and will not allow a white man ,in 
their midst, mych less submit to the camera, 

A recent exhaustive search was necessary to dis- 
cover even one badly executed photograph of a 
member of this race, and as for pictures in their 
native haunts and habitations, these are entirely un- 
obtainable. Still further vim is added to Mr. Curtis’ 
visit to these Indians by ‘he fact that they are ac- 
counted, as a race, the finest physical specimens of 
American Indians now alive. That the photogra- 
pher will not be daunted in his attempt to get some- 
thing better than a “snap shot” of them when once 
he turns his attention in their direction is indicated 





by one of his experiences among the Indians of the 
Northwest. 

Having found a big chief who was an idea] “sub- 
ject,” but who steadfastly refused to be photo- 
graphed, Mr. Curtis returned again and again to 
the section of the country occupied by this tribe, 
until after the third year of visits with them, he 
secured the coveted photograph. It was one of the 
finest among those exhibited in New York when 





Mr. Morgan’s interest was attracted. he securing 
this picture Mr. Curtis lived among the Indians, 


fished and hunted with them, gave them presents, 
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He got the idea when ne was a boy on an Jowa 
farm past which a trunk line ran.

St. Louis entered upon a period of unprecedented 
prosperity, She awoke out of what many have 
since characterized as a provincial sleep and began 
to take notice. Chiefly, but by no means alone, by 
this great ‘kyscraper race is the awakening notiee- 
able. .Thi¢ race, say the ‘city’s foremost business 
men, is si§ply the most striking visible evidence of 


time. For every day over that time that they spend 
on the work they forfeit big fines. And frequently, 
for every day they can cut off of the contract time 
they are paid premiums as large as the sums they 
would forfeit in the other event. 

Again, it is an axiom that there can be no growth 
without a consequent decay. That decay is most 
noticeable in the course of the skyscrapers, Hun- 
dreds of thousands—yes, millions—of dollars’ worth 
of property is being destroyed that the skyscrap- 
ers may have an open course. 

It is estimated that 150 old buildings wil] have 
been torn down to make way for the new. Some of 
these are landmarks in the history of old St. Louis, 
and many there be who hate to see them go—but 
the backers of the great skyscraper race say the 
new ones will. mark an epoch in the city’s growth, 
and the songs of celebration forthe latter drown the 
mourning for the former. 

Two million five hundred thousand square feet of 
space for office purposes alone will be added to what 
the city already has when this race is finished, esti- 
mates an architect. This means several thousand 
new office rooms and such a changing- about of the 
present office population of the city as bids fair to 
cause the directories to fall into disrepute by reason 
of their lack of veracity. 

Over 10,000 men are now employed in the city’s 
building construction work. There have been labor 
troubles, but these are now adjusted, and there are 
no idle mechanics and skilled workmen of the build- 
ing trades. Thousands of dollars are paid out every 


week to these workers, and that means prosperity of 


the most appreciable kind—the dinner pail kind— 
for St. Louis right now. 


There are also homes to be built for these new 
comers and their families. These are going up in 
every part of St. Louis, and the town is spreading 
outward even as it is spreading upward. But these 
residences are not next in importance in St. Louis 
building circles to the skyscrapers. 

Enormously more important in the amount of 
money being expended on ‘them individually, and as 
a mark of the city’s growth, even while not being 
more necessary than the residences, are the great 
mercantile and hotel structures that are springing 
up.

ECENT statements by Gov. Hoch that he will 
: never sign warrants authorizing the execu- 
f tion of condemned prisoners has called at- 
tention to the fact that 59 convicted murderers 
under sentence of death are now confined in the 
Kansas Penitentiary at Lansing awaiting execution. 
This strange situation is made more extraordinary 
when considered in connection with the probability

‘Che 
sentence is each case has been practically equivalent 
to life imprisonment. It is now believed that no 
Governor will ever order the penalty imposed. Of 
the seventy-odd murderers upon whom death sen- 
tence has been passed, three have been women, and 
two of these women are still among the 59 hopeless 
prisoners at Lansing. 

In order to consistently sign the death warrant 
of a murderer convicted during his own term of 
office, a Goyernor would now be compelled to order 
the execution of 59 unfortunate wretches now at 
Lansing. Some of these convicts have been in the 
Penitentiary under sentence of death for more than 
thirty years and are forsaken and forgotten. Goy. 
Hoch has only the most incidental knowledge of 
their crimes and the mitigating circumstances, 

“In view of all these things I could not. ~ a 
death warrant,” Gov. Hoch remarked recently, .

Miss Gilmore met with plenty of adventure the 
night in question, even to rescuing a pretty girl from 
kidnapers, fighting a duel with two armed ruffians 
and almost being kidnaped herself. But being a Jot. 
ferson City girl, she was armed, was a good shot and 
therefore came through the adventure a winner. 

That the heroine of “By Wit of Woman” hag aj 
the advantage of training and education which Jef- 
ferson City offers she is at pains to assure the read- 
er. She belonged to the elite of Jefferson City so. 
ciety. She says: 

“My Uncle Gilmore was a man who had made his 
own pile and had raised me, as they say ip the 
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druggings, abductions, slave auctions and riots. 

“Then there are the people who escape from Sing 
Sing and other shelters in view of the audience, and 
who live in an atmosphere of crime, profanity and 
gun smoke—robust type admired and emulated and 
announced in prints that especially appeal to the 
youthful student. .

the Atlantic to the Pacific on. every available rock, 


nantly demanded. that Nature be saved from the 
advertising vandals, The movement grew apace anid 
the reprehensible practice of the sign painter was 
soon stopped. One may _ride through the country 
now and see rocks, waterfalls, teees, grass and even 
now and then, possibly, the purple cow of the im- 
pressionistic painter, without having patent medi- 
cine advertisements confronting him at every. turn 
of the road. 

The purists won that fight, the crusade against 
the “paper” displayed on city billboards is an out: 
growth, ‘or continuation, of that; and victory is 
just as likely to result. 

The crusade is not solely against the pictures 
showing ‘betighted chorus girls astride champagne 
bottles and dancing airly on the tip of the new 
moon; the posters advertising the lurid melodramas 
of the cheapet theaters are to come under the ban, 
too. 

“Escaped From Sing Sing,” “Why Girls Leave 
Home,” “The Dangers of Working Girls,” “Why 
Women Sin,” “In the Toils,” “Foiled Again” and a 
half hundred other melodramas are-in the habit ot 
posting “paper” showing the triumph of vice over 
virtue; the murder, the accusation, the struggling 
young girl in the clutches of her abductor, the coun- 
terfeiters at work making money faster than Pier- 
pont Morgan could count it. All sorts and condi- 
tions of pictures showing crime emblazoned every- 
where, in front of schools and churches, arotind wn 
finished public buildings; wherever a chance eye ts 
likely to rest for a minute. 

There was need of the reform in Indianapolis and 
it was taken up; there was need of it in Brooklyn 
and New York and it was taken up; is there need of 
it in St. Louis, and will it be taken up? 
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The matter has come up before several organisa- 
tions within the past few days. As a first step in the 
correction of any abuses that may exist, a series of 
photographs showing billboard conditions in St. 
Louls has been taker. 

Brooklyn has already gone so far in the crusade 
as to pass the following ordinance by a tnanimous 
vote of the Board of Aldermen: 


“No person shail put, pasté, print, nall, maintain 
or display upon any billboard, fence, building, frame 
or structure, and in amy manner expose to public 
view as an advertisement of any show, play or per- 
formance any indecent print or any picture or cut 
tending to represent the doingw of ahy criminal act 
* ¢ * tending to deprave the morals of individuals 
or shocking to the sense of deventy, or tending to 
Mmeite the mind to acte of immorality or crime, or to 
familiarise and accustom the mind of young persons 
with the same.’’.
